Victoria (B. C.), Nov. 13.—[By the As 
sociated Press.| Dr. G. Hamilton Griffin, 
who is wanted at Los Angeles for embezzle- 
ment, and who bas been residing in this 
city since January last, was arrested this 
morning on a charge of sending letters to 
Hon, R. Dunsmuir, threatening to kili him. 

"Lhe letters were first sent in the early 
part of September, and ‘fixed the 28th of 
that month as the date when the deed was 
to be committed. They were written in 
Greek and Spanish, aud signed “By Order 
of the Black Hand,” an index finger being 
drawn in ink. 

The killing did not occur as promised, 
and Mr. Dunsmuir treated the matter 
lightly. 

Two letters were received since Septem- 
ber, stating that the affair was still to occur. 

From inforination received by the detec- 
tives they got on the track, and yesterday 
sufficient proof was found to cause Griffin’s 
arrest, 

The case was adjourned in court uatil to- 
morrow.

of the law, and al! we can do is to keep our 
eyes on them. The worst thing about it is 
they have several schools here for teaching 
anarchy, which they call “Anarchy Sanday- 
schools.” In these they teach children to 
hate law and the officers of law, and teach 
them the worst principles of anarchy. 
Why, the wife of a trusted empicyé 
of the County Board is an organizer 
of and a teacher in one of those 
schools, and there are no less than 5000 
able-bodied Anarchists in Chicago today, 
ready and organized, waiting for the ap- 
pointed time. Trouble must come sooner 
or later. ge | have set a day for it at 
headquarters, but in the meantime they 
will avadl themselves of every opportunity 
to carry ot their object of destruction to 
-all ergasized law and order institutions, 
tag sent out circulars before election, ask- 
ing legislative candidates for an expression 
of thefr opinion on the State conspiracy 
law enacted at the last session of the Leg- 
islature. Many candid tes replied that 
they were in favor of a modification of that 
law, and some of these candidates were 
elected, too.

TROUBLE WITH PERU. 


Outrage on American Citizens—An 
Apoloey Kefueed. 

Nw York. Nov. 12. —{By the Assoctated 
Press.’ Panama advices to the Sth inst. 
say that an agreement between the Govern- 
ment anda commission representing the 
English creditors of Peru has been reached, 
by which the public debt of £50,000,000 will 
be canceled. It only lacks the conenrrence’ 
of Congress, which will be called in extra 
session at the end of this month. 

Serious international trouble is en be- 
tween Peru and the United States, The 
circumstances are asfoliews: On the as 
sumption that a house at Moieado be- 
tailway, and was 
therefore the property of the State. orderg 
were given to occupy it by force, although 
the building beiongs to acitizenof the 
United States, It was accordingly seized 
by @ squadron of soldiers, The United 
States Consulate, situated in the building, 
was forcibly closed and padiocked. The 
coatof arms was removed, and the occu- 
pant prevented from entering the office for 
nearly a week. 

The American Minister at Lima, who 
protested against the seizure of the house, 
on receipt of the intelligence of this ag- 
gression, cabled to his Government, who in- 
Stantly instructed that he demand an apol- 
ogy. The house was vacated after six days 
occupation, but the Peruvian Government 
peremptorily refused to make an apology 
apd upheld the se On this the 
Minister telegraphed the intelligence of re- 
fusal, and the Department of State at Wash- 
ington ordered him to forward full particu- 
lars of the affair before taking further steps, 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15,—The Department 
of State does not anticipate any serious re- 
sults from the complications between this 
country and Peru growing out of the seiz- 
ure of the buiiding in which was situated 
the United States consular agency at Mo- 
lendo, Peru. 

The facts as reported to the Department 
by United States Minister Luck are as fol- 
lows: The building seized was the property 
of the Arequippa Kailroad Company, the 
agent for the company being also the LU nited 
Stases Consular Agent, and a room i the 
structure was occupied as the consulate, 
The Peruvian Government took possession 
of the buliding in the absence of the Con- 
sular Agent, held it for a few days, and 
finally turned it over to the agent. Iinstruc- 
tions froin Lima allege that the buiiding 
had been occupied solely for protection, 
The consularrecords were not disturbed, 
As the action appeared to be a technical dis- 
courtesy toward the United States, an apol- 
ogy was requested, but refused by the Peru- 
vian Government, on the ground that it bad 
done hothing for which to apologize. 
Arequippa Railroad property was seized by 
the Government of Peru some time ago, but 
it is held that, by asubsequent arrangement 
with the bondholders, the property has 
since been exempted. 

The State Department is waiting for 
further details before proceeding further, 
but, as already stated, anticipates no trouble,

This train will have all the 
features of the eastern limited train 
bath-room, barber shops, etc., and wi 
make the run in 60 hours, which is 11 hourr 
less than any time heretofore made. Only 
nine or ten stops will be made betweep 
Omaha and San Francisco.

A Clear-sighted Address from Dr. 
J. P. Widney—the Bearing on 
Future Commercial Greatness. 


A joint meeting of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, the Beard of Trade and the citizens’ 
harbor committee was held at the rooms of 
the Board ot ‘Trade last evening. The oc- 


‘casion was the presentation of a report from 


Dr. J. P. Widney, representing the citizens’ 
barbor committee, in regard to the history 
of San Pedro Harbor, and the feasibility of 
extensive future improvements as an ad- 
junct to the development of Southern Cal- 
ifurnia, 

‘The meeting was fairly attended, and 


among those, present were many repre- 


sentative citizens. Maj. E. W. Jones 
of the Chamber of Commerce presided. 
The report of Dr. Widney was a verbal 
one, and was replete with information, de- 
livered in a clear and lucid style. The 
audience listened with pleased attention 
throughout. 

Dr. Widney said that before considering 
the present state of San Pedro harbor, he 
would advert to its history. San Pedro has 
been a’ well-known port tor three-quarters 
of a century—long before its acquisition by 
the Inited States.. Wagon trains had then 
come thither 800 miles from Sait Lake and 
back again with goods and merchandise. 
Many other far distant points had also 
chosen this as their seaport for trade. Fer 
this there must be some reason. That rea- 
son is that trade always follows the easy 
grades, The tiade of Salt Lake might have 

ne to San Francisco, but did not. The 

istance was shorter but the grades more 
severe. So with other routes from the east 
and points in Southern California. The 
easy grades of the routes led trade toward 
San Pedro, 

In those early days trade was aone by 
lighters, Across the bar at San Pedro 
there was but 18 inches of water at lew 
tide. Vessels anchored outside the bar, and

The 
other map was a sketchona large scale of 
San Pedro and its harbor, showing the 


“works constructed and those proposed, The 


latter was drawn by Mrs, Widney. 

The Government began work 12 or 15 
years ago to improve the channel at Wil- 
A breakwater 7000 feet long was 
constructed offtimber and riprap at the end 
of Rattlesnake Island. Another dyke was 
corstructed in a similar manner between 
the first one and the shore, leaving a chan- 
nel between them leading to the harbor, 

The channel, being thus narrowed, deep- 
ened itself by the action of the water in 
scouring out the sand in the bottom, till, at 
adepth of 10 feet oelow low water, the 
action ceased. ‘This was because a stratum 
of clay, mixed with cobble stones, had been 
reached, on which the water had no effect. 

The Government then went to work 
dredging out the channel, and $700,000 in 
ail was thus appropriated. The engineers, 
with the appropriation given at the last ses- 
sien, will 
below low water. Thisis as deep as the 
scour of the ebb will keep the channel 
clear, and the work in this direction is vir- 
tually finished.

The Pacific Coast is peculiarly situated. 
Two great ranges of mountains, the Rocky 
and tbe Sierra Nevada, divide it from the 
east. The natural routes to cross these 
mountains lie north and south of the center.

A great part of that road lies 
through the high arid regions of a desert 
country. 

The southern routes across the mountains 
ome through fertile valleys. Back of us 
ie the Colorado and the Gila Valleys, 
capable of supporting a population equal to 
that of the ——_ of the Nile. A halt mill- 
ion people can live in these valleys alone. 
Back of them, again, is the Rio Grande 
Valley; and thus the roads centering in 
Los Angeles pass a country capable 
of contributing a great lecal traffic to their 


“here is no second railroad built on the 
central route, and none talked of; but the 
southern routes have the advantage.of easy 
grades and bo snow, and already we have 
pony, three roads built and the Salt 
ake road talked of over the old wagon 
routes. lt pays better now to send freight 
to San Francisco by Los Angeles than it 
does direct from the East. 

With this converging of railroads here 
the foundations are laid for our growth to 
be a great metropolis. One thing only is 
lacking—a harbor. Without that 
reached, the limit of our growth would not 
satisfy the demands of our own local trade. 

The steamers sailing between America 


and China or Australia are vessels of 25 or | 


2 feet draft. They have to be so deep to 
carry coal enough for their “7, voyage. 
They cannot go to San Diego. That port 
will only admit vessels of 22 to 25 feet 
draft. Its limithas been reached, and it

Untess some other harbor is provided, 
Southern California will forfeit the advan- 
tages of its favorable situation. It is only 
1600 miles here from ocean to ocean, while 
the central and northern routes haye 3000 
miles. Commerce always goes by the water 
routes as being the cheapest. ‘Transconti- 
nental commerce will come by the southern 


Toute, if we only have a first-class harbor at 


this end. 

Another consideration is that one or 
other of the isthmas canals will ere long be 
completed. Work on the Nicaragua Canal 
will be commenced next inonth. Now ships 
go around Cape Horn. No steamers take 
that voyage on account of the amount of 
coal needed. The shins stand far out in 
the Pacihe, and it is easier for them to 
make San Francisco than a southern port. 
But the steamers from the canal will come 
up the coast and the southern ports will be 
the first ones they will make for.

The 
speaker had sent to Washington to get action 
taken, and, as a result, a survey was 
ordered made of the roadstead at San Pedro 
to determine the possibilities of its im- 
provement. 

That survey is now made, and the speaker 
showed on the chart on the wall what Col. 
Mendeil thought best to be done. 

Two breakwaters are proposed, one begin- 
ning 1000 feet from the shore and extending 
easterly for 4000 feet; then a gap of 1000 
teet for vessels to enter, and then the sec- 
end breakwater, extending in a nortieast 
direction for about 6000 feet more.

One feature is that this harbor cannot 
silttup, Most harbors are built in indenta- 
tions in, the coast, and there being no cur- 
rent they eventually silt up with sand, But 
this location at San Pedro is off the head- 
land, along which the swift coast current 
runs, and the bettom is scoured clean by it. 
Ne sand can there accumulate, 

if this harbor is built it will command the 
Asiatic and Australian trade, and the trans- 
continental trade will center at San Pedro, 
and the value of every acre of land will 
double in this vicinity. Without it ihe 
limit of our growth will be reached, and we 
must stop. 

It is estimated that this work can be done 
for $4,000000. Los Angeles aloae could 
well afford to issue bonds and have it dons, 
But itis work which the Government wii: 
not delegate to others. We should agitate 
the subject at once, If we aprly to Con- 
gress tor $1,000,000 a year for this purpose 
we may get $500,000, This will be, persaps, 
as much as could be expended, with ad- 
vantage, the first year. After tBat a 
propriations could be regularly made till 
the work is completed. 

The expenditureof the fist half million 
would produce an immediate effect. The 
auchorage would beso improved e.eéenu by 
that sum that the effect on our bu.iness 
would be felt.

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After a Short Trial--Attorney 
Williams Again in the Role of 
‘a Newspaper Prosecutor. 


The libel suit of Mrs. Simon Ferne 
against the Evening Express for $25, 
damages for the publication of an alleged 
libelous article last Januaiy, in which it 
was charged that a warrant had been sworn 
out by a young man named J. F. Buster 
against her, charging her with swindting 
him out of $11, came up yesterday before 
Judge O’ Melveny and a jury. 

There were but few persons in the coart- 
room when the case was called except the 
interested parties, witnesses and reportas. 
Mrs, Ferner was presenta panied by her 
son, a young man about 19 or 20 years of 
age, and H. T. Osborne, editor of the Ex- 

ress, also occupied a seat by his roe 


he plaintiff was represented by W. 
Williams (a lawyer who has undertaken 
not less than nine libel suits against news- 
papers of Los Angeles). The defendant

But little time was taken up in prelimi- 
naries. There was no trouole about getting 
a jury, and ina few minutes the following

Mr. Williams opened the case, presenting 
the facts to the jury and reading the alleged 
libel, and was foilowed by the defense, who 
admitted the publication of the article, but 
denied that it was done from malicious 
motives, and showed that a full and con 
plete retraction had been made as soon as 
the editors of the paper found out that an 
error had been made. 

The taking of testimony tben commenced, 
Mrs, Ferner being the first witness called. 
She stated that she had been in the pawn- 
broking business for nine years past and 
denied that she ever had any business’ 
transaction with. a man named J. F. 
Buster. 

Mr. Osborne of the Express followed, 
and testified as to the circulation of his 
paper. 

Young Buster, the man who had caused 
all the trouble, was the next witness, and 
detailed at length what he said were the 
facts of thecase. He denied that he told 
Mr. Morris, the Express reporter, that _it 
was at Mrs. Ferner’s place where the trans- 
action had taken place, but that it was on 
First street, and denied that he had men- 
tioned that lady’s name in connection with 
the matter. he young man developed a 
very r memory, and when asked by 
counsel for the defense, on_the cross-exain- 
ination, whether or not he had approached 
Capt. Loomis of the police force and asked 
him to stand in with the defendant and 
he would be looked after, or words to 
that effect. he replied that he did not 
knew that he used these exact wores. An 
effort was also made to show that the wit- 
ness had been ted, but he could not re- 
member, and when asked if he had not 
said to Constable Smith that he was going 
to do up the Express, or that he was to par- 
ticipate in the profits of the suit, those im- 
portant facts had also escaped his memory, 
but he recollected that no one had ever 
offered him or promised him a reward to 
testify in the case. Buster was also asked 
if Morris had not told him that he wanted 
to burn Mrs. Ferner up, or words to that 
effect, but the defense objected.

Afternoon Session. 

Sig Morris, the author of the alleged 
libel, was the first witness called for the 
defense, and detailed at length the circum- 
stances leading upto the writing of the 
article, He said that he had written the 
article, believing Buster’s statement to be 
true, and had never told Buster that he 
wanted to burn Mrs. Ferner up. 

Constable Ed R. Smith gave the facts 
about Buster comite to his office to swear 
out a complaint, saying that he had been 
swindied. Buster had subsequently come 
to him after the suit had been instituted, 
and asked him if he was a witness in the 


case, and had said that he was going to do}; h 


up the Express. : 

Capt. Loomis, of the police force, testi- 
fied that Buster had come to see him at the 
police station to see about getting his 
money back, and he had gone with him to 
the place, which was on First street. Sub- 
sequently he had called to see him, handed 
him asu na,and asked him to go to 
Judge Williams’s offic , as that gentleman 
wanted to see him. He had started 
with him, and when they got out on the 
street Buster asked him if he remembered 
the case, and told him if they won the suit 
there would be something in it for him. He 
had not seen Judge Williams. 

E. R. Cleveland, city editor and one of 
the publishers of the Express, testified that 
he had¥een the article, put a head on it, 
asked the reporter if it.was all right,and on 
the reporter replying that it was, he had 
sent it in to the printer, 

H. Z. Osborne, editor of the Express, then 
took the stand. He said that he had not 
seen the article complained of before it was 
published, and the first intimation that he 
had that anything was wrong was seeing 
an item in a morning paper, ay eg that a 
libel suit would be instituted. He had tien 
commenced to investigate the matter, and 
used every means to get Buster to come to 
his office,.but he had great difficulty in get- 
ting him todoso. When he finally came, 
and he found that an injustice had been 
done Mrs. Ferner, he had at once published 
a complete retraction as a matter of right to 
that lady. Mr. Osborne denied that there 
was any malice in the matter. 

At this point the attorneys for the defense 
stated that their case wasclosed. There 
was some little talk between counsel, 
when Mr. Finlayson stated that there was 
a oe which he had forgotten, and 
wished to ask Mr. Osborne about a conver- 
sation he had with Mr. Williams. Mr. 
Osborne again took the stand, when Mr, 
Williams objected, saying that he shouid. 
like to have the witnesses present who 
heard it. The attorneys for the defense in- 
sisted on going ahead, when Mr. Williams 
turned around and told them to go ahead 
that he withdrew all area and if 
they wanted to attack his personal honor 
they could do so. Mr. Finlayson disclaimed 
any such intention, and Mr. Osborne then 

roceeded. He said that he had met Mr. 
illiams and Mr. McKinley on the corner, 
and had taken them to task for bringing 
such a suit, when Mr. Williams had told 
him togo and see Mrs, Ferner, and he 
thought it could be arranged. He consid- 
erect that it was a blackmailing case, and 
‘refused to do so. Mr. Williams questioned 
Mr. Osborne on several points, and as there 
was no disagreemeut between them as to 
the language used on the occasion referred 
to, the case was brought to a conclusion.

Boston, Nov. 13.—The arbitrators to 

whom was submitted the question of a di- 


é Union Pacific’ and Oregon Short Line 
rendered a decision slightly favorable to 
the Short Line,’ 

The report says that the general state- 
ment that the Oregon Short Line has been 
allowed one anda half or one and three- 
quarters to one mile of Union Pacific is not 
virtually correct, In many cases an arbi- 
trary rate has been allowed the Short Line 
of $1.55 ‘per ton, which amounts to only 
.0721 cents per ton-per mile, which rate 
cannot be considered a fair allowance, as it 
is lower than those of the trunk lines west 
of Chicago, and but little higher than those 
of the trunk lines east of Chicago with 
their enormous tonnage and rich local ter- 
ritory. During .the same year the Union 
Pacitic averaged $1.49 per ton per mile, and 
the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé aver- 
aged $1.789 per ton per mile. 

The report thensays: ‘We have reached 
the conclusion that the division recom- 
mended by the Government directors in 
1882, one and three-quarters to one mile, is 
an equitable division for passenger and 
freight traflice to and from the. Oregon 
Short Line and its branches for all freight 
hauled to and from Granger to Pocatello 
that goes over the Utah and Northern, and 
is simply hauled from one point tothe other, 
that the mileage rate allowed should be the 
Same as that allowed the main line.

VICTIMS OF A SEA DISASTER.

Some Lawyers Who Thipk That it 
Encroaches on Pubdlic Ground—

“A terrible accident will. take place at 
thatcorner some day,” remarked a well- 
known lawyer to a Times reporter yester- 
day.
